For example the com- 
mon practice of starting fire with 
coal oil is considered most danger- 
ous and ought to be discontinuad. 
A coal-oil heater ought never to be 
left in a room alone—it is not safe. 
All wood work within two feet of a 
stove and within eighteen inches of 
the stoyepipe should be pratected . 

Other valuable suggestians are 
made to aidin the fire prevéntion, 
which if put into practice would 
mean a saving of property, money 
and perhaps life.
